THERE ARE ALWAYS SOME IMPROVEMENTS TO BE MADE. 


1 once heard a minister say 
that*since it was rather natural 
to form habits it was always best 
to form good habits. I approve 
of this expression and would like 
toemphasizeit. If we are going 
to form some habits we had just 
as well put our time in forming 
good ones. 

When the vine is growing is 
the time to train it or cause it to 
grow in acertain direction. No 
use to go out in the snow storm 
and carefully arrange the old 
dead vines on the trellis. They 
are cold and stiff and dead and 
just hanging there doing noth- 
ing nor going anywhere. Work 
with them is useless so far as 
getting them to grow in a cer- 
tain direction is concerned for 
they are not growing. 

But when summer comes and 
the vine is growing you can train 
it along the trellis and it will be 
easily guided along the way you 
want it to grow. It is not stiff 
and dead and dry, but easily 
turned and trained in any 
direction. 

It is said of children that the 
time to train them is while they 
are growing. Their minds are 
active and they can readily grasp 
what is set before them. They 
are young and tender and grow- 
ing and it is easy for them to 
form either good or bad habits. 

If the reasoning is correct 
about the vine and about the 
child, then the same analogy 
will apply tu Christians. If they 
are growing, and tender, they 
can be trained along the trellis 
of the Christian life and always be 
pointing toward heaven. If they 
cease to grow and become dead 
and formal and always like the 
vine in the midst of a snowstorm, 
there is little hope of them 
getting to heaven at all. 


There is no doubt but there is 
some training needed among our 
people and the time to give this 
trainiug is now while they are 
growing. I am very sure that 
most of them are really growing. 
Then there is a chance to do 
some training and the training 
will be effective. Those that 
will not try to make any im- 
provements, and want to stay 
in the old ruts will never accom- 
plish much more than they have 
already, and it may be useless 
to spend much time with them, 
but I do not think we have many 
of that class. 

But those that are growing are 
ready and anxious to receive 
training. Last Sunday I read 
the forty-first Psalm before my 
congregation. The first words 
are these, ‘‘O clap your hands,all 
ye people.” I nade it impressive 
by a few words of emphasis. 
At a given time l said, “Let us 
all clap our hands now, because 
the Psalmist exhorts us to do it.’’ 
This was probably rather a new
